LOCAL WAGS ARE HAVING A FIELD DAY IN AUSTRALIAN WITH THE

COMMUNICATION. SEVERAL VOLSPKRS ARE IN LIMBO, ONE IV 
GRANTEE IS DELAYED IN SYDNEY'S CARTER ERA PROGRAM HAD 
TO GO ON WITHOUT THE HOPED-FOR HESS VTR. AMBASSADOR DES- 
IGNATE ALSTON IS GROUNDED IN HAWAII AWAITING TRANSPOR-
